Saturday was one of those days |’ 
when the Patestinian rage in the ter- 
ritories erupts into streets. But there 
are other days, like yesterday, when 
the anger grows cold and the mood 
is sullen; people turn inward, shut- 
ting themselves up at home. Instead 
of seeking confrontation with the 
soldiers, the people seem to be defi- 
antly turing their backs on the 
troops and on Israel. 

Empty streets, closed doors and 
black flags on many homes have 
been the language of protest for the 
past two days.

U.S. blasts 
Iran oil rigs 


DUBAI — The Gulf War escalated 
dramatically yesterday when Ameri- 
can forces blasted two Iranian oi! 
platforms and exchanged fire with 
Iranian vessels, sinking a gunboat. 
Iran replied by attacking an oil- 
field owned by one of the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE), setting fire 
to a British-flag tanker there, and a 
Cypriot-flag merchant ship. 
America’s direct involvement in 
the Iran-Iraq conflict, which began 
in September 1980, followed the 
launching of one of Iraq's biggest 
ground offensives on Sunday. Iraq 
Said it recaptured the strategic Faw 
peninsula, seized by Iranian troops 
in February 1986. Iran said it had

accused of using Faw as a missile 
launch pad against Kuwait. 

Shipping sources said the on- 
slaught by six U.S, warships, includ- 
ing the cruiser Wainwright, at about 
9 a.m. set Iran’s platforms at Sirti 
and Sassan in the southern Gulf 
ablaze. 

White House spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater said President Reagan or- 
dered U.S. warships to destroy the 
platforms in retaliation for new Ira- 
ian mines sown in the Gulf, which 


damaged the U.S. Navy frigate 
Samiel Roberts last Thursday. 

Officials in Washington described 
the U.S. strike as revenge for ἃ mine 
blast which injared 10 crew on the 
U.S. frigate Samuel B. Roberts in 
the central Gulf last Thursday. 

“All hell has broken loose. The 
Americans used helicopters and the 
Iranians didn’t have a chance,” said 
one shipping source after the attacks 
on the two platforms. “We don't 
have details but damage was proba- 
bly enormous.” He said the Ameri- 
cans gave two evacuation wamings 
10 minutes apart at Sassan before 
opening fire. : ; 

At midday, at least four Iranian 
speed-boats firing machineguns and 
rocket-propelled grenades raided 
the Mubarak oilfield 30 miles north 
μὲ Sach, the emirate owning the 

eld. 

They set fire to the British-flag 
tanker York Marine, which was 
used as a storage vessel there, and to 
an oil-rig and oil facilities on a small 
island. “Τῆς gun-boats were shoot- 
ing at rescue boats, reporters’ heli- 
copters, and just about everything 
else,” said a reporter who flew over 
Mubarak.

Reagan warms Teheran 
against laying mines

WASHINGTON -— President Ron- 
ald Reagan yesterday bluatly 
warmed Iran against laying any addi- 
tional mines in the Persian Gulf. 

Addressing a group of visiting 
businessmen at the White House, 
the president insisted that the U.S. 
would continue to protect Ameri- 
can-flagged ships in the region. 

He spoke as the U.S. and Iran 
were involved in an escalated round 
of fighting following the U.S. attack 
on Iranian ships and oil platforms in 
the Gulf. Last week, an American 
ship had struck an Iranian mine in 
international waters. 

U.S. officials privately expressed 


the opinion that the Iranians would 
quickly back down from any further 
escalation in the face of the very 
tough and determined U.S. military 
response over the past 24 hours. 

The U.S. Navy, Reagan said yes- 
terday, had made “a measured re- 
sponse to Iran's latest use of military 
force against U.S. ships” in the Gulf 
“as well as its continued military and 
terrorist attacks against a number of 
non- belligerents.” 

As of late yesterday, the Ameri- 
cans reported that at least three Ira- 
nian naval vessels and two small Ira- 
nian boats had been sunk or very 
severely damaged in the clashes with 
the U.S. forces, including ships and 
carrier-based A-6 attack fighters.

Israeli-appointed mayors and city 
councilmen in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip have been under heavy 
pressure from local activists to re- 
sign, and recent leaflets signed by 
the “Unified National Leadership of 
the Uprising” have urged them to 
step down. 

Some councilmen have an- 
nounced their resignations, but 
Toukan would be the first mayor in 


the territories to leave his position. 
Security officials fear that the resig- 
aation of Toukan, mayor of the larg- 
est city in the West Bank, could 
have a domino effect on other mu- 
nicipalities in the territories. 


Toukan has notified the Civil Ad- 2 


ministration of his desire to step 
down, but has yet to submit a formal 
resignation letter. In recent contacts 
with him, Civil Administration offi- 
cials have argued that his departure 
would primarily hurt residents of his 
city.

Israeli flags flutter as Warsaw monument dedicated 


‘Struggle of Ghetto will not be forgotten’ 


WARSAW (AP) -- A gleaming 
monument was dedicated yesterday 
by the city of Warsaw at the site of 
the Warsaw Ghetto. More than 
400,000 Jews were deported to Nazi 
death camps from the spot. The me- 
morial has a sign declaring: ‘‘The 
struggle and courage of the Warsaw 
Ghetto will not be forgotten.” 


A military honour guard, about - 


3,000 people including Poles, Israe- 
lis and Jews from other countries — 
among them children of concentra- 
tion camp victims — gathered at 


Umschlagplatz for the morning 
ceremony. 

Israeli flags fluttered in the sunny 
breeze as a long line of people carry- 
ing wreaths of flowers formed a 
stately procession into the monu- 
ment, a rectangle of marble on 
which are inscribed the names of 


- some of the victims. 


Meanwhile, Polish officials prom- 
ised that a service station located a 
few metres from the monument 
would not be reopened. The station

“We are aware of our judicial and 
historic responsibility. Therefore we 
had to be doubly careful not to heed 
public sentiment. We are satisfied 
that we have remained objective.

The court president quoted much 
of the testimony of the survivors, 
going into details of their suffering 
as they had described it. The shoul- 
ders of survivor Charney could be 
seen heaving, as he quietly sobbed 
while part of his own testimony was 
fead out again. Levin spared no de- 
tails as he told how Ivan wanted to 
force the prisoner Rosenberg to 
have intercourse with the body of a 
woman he had just removed from 
the gas chamber. Rosenberg was 
only saved when he appealed to 
German SS man Loeffler. 

At 1 p.m. Judge Zvi Tal took over 
reading from Levin. He dealt with 
the defence claim that Ivan the Ter- 
rible had been killed in the August 
2, 1943 revolt. This. of course, 
would exculpate John Demjanjuk. 
He explained the court’s position 
that despite these statements by sev- 
eral survivors, the court still be- 
lieved the survivors when they later 
identified Demjanjuk as very much 
alive. The statements had been 
based on rumours, made in the eu- 
phoria of the partial success of the 
revolt, he said.

Druse women ‘thrown 
to lions’ as factory shuts ,

HAIFA -- “Throwing the Druse to the lions.” This was the descrip- 
tion in Isfiya on Friday of the “dirty trick™ played on 50 local women 
at the Ramat Gan Safari Park, by the owners of the Rekem textile 
company for which they had been working for the past five years. 

The owners of the Petah Tikva-based plant. who operated the 
sewing plant in the Mount Carmel Druse village. “granted™ the 
women a day at the Safari “to see the wild animals” at the company's 
expense three weeks ago. . : 

At the park, one of the company managers distributed immediate — 
dismissal notices to them ail. ᾿ 

On their return home they found that while they had been eycing 
the lions, the owners had dismantled the factory and taken away the - 
machinery. 

An Isfiya véteran told The Posi that the sewing plant had been 
based on sub-standard wages and conditions, which allowed it com- 
petitively cheap production. The women, who were happy to find 
jobs near their homes, as Druse women don't like to leave their 
villages, had been unaware that they were being paid far less than the 
going wages even in the low-wage textile industry. 

Last year, when they learned that their conditions were sub- 
-standard, they started industrial action, with Labour Counci} back- 
ing, to get a decent wage. The owners gave in after a struggle that 
— some violence, but apparently no longer found the operation 
wo: le.

Louis Finkelstein, the Post's poll- 
taker, said that although Gore has 
no chance to win, he will define the 
finish of the race. According to Fin- 
kelstein, “[Gore] has found Duka- 
kis's Achilles heel, and. is taking 
Jewish votes away — he’s not helping 
himself, but be’s burting Dukakis.” 

‘Finkelstein judged that if Gore

the last five days, Dukakis's share of 
the Jewish vote had dropped eight 
points, while Gore's share had risen 
from 9 per cent to 19 per cent.

Asked about his ties to Black 
Muslim leader Louis Farrakhan, 
Jackson responded, “Somewhere, 
wherever he is, Farrakhan is getting 
bigger every time you mention his 
name. 

State Sen. Martin Markowitz, 
who represents a predominantly 
black district, endorsed Jackson af- 
ter the meeting, stating, “I'm Jew- 
ish, I'm for Israel, I’m for Jesse, and 
Tm not crazy.”

Petrified hostage 
pleads for Kuwait 
to free prisoners 


ALGIER (Reuter) -- A member of 
Kuwait's ruling family beld hostage

day for the release of prisoners held 
in Kuwaiti jails. 

Fadel al-Sabah, his voice barely 
audible, called for the “release of 
the prisoners in Kuwait,” in a radio 
eeearr from the bag ar Jumbo 
jet at Algiers airport. δι, 
tae of aes members of Kuwait’s 
ruling al-Sabah family aboard, was 
obviously in a feeble condition and 


"had to be prompted by gunmen on 


the plane's flight deck. 

His appeal was made after the 

estimated 31 remaining hostages on 
the Kuwait Airways Boeing 747 be- 
came the longest-serving prisoners 
on an airliner in the history of 
hijacking. 
Algeria, showing signs of frustra- 
tion over its failure to mediate a deal 
with the hijackers to win the release 
of the hostages, ordered a big secu- 
rity clanpdown around the plane. 

The Boeing, seized on April 5, 
flew into Algiers from Larnaca last 
Wednesday after Cypriot authori- 
ties said they had been assured by 
the Algerian government that the 
hostages would be freed.

FRANKFURT (Reuter) -- Two 
bombs exploded near Frankfurt’s 
Jewish Centre and a Saudi Arabian 
airline office early yesterday, caus- 
ing damage but no injuries, police 
said.

Thatcher faces biggest parliamentary revolt 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher yesterday faced 
the biggest parliamentary revolt of 
her nine years in office over a prop- 
erty tax bill that critics say will bene- 
fit high earners and penalize the 


poor. 

Rebel legislative leaders within 
the governing Conservative Party 
said they had enough support to 
knock their party’s huge 101-seat 
majority down to 10 or 15 in the 650- 
member House of Commons in the 
vote scheduled last night. 

Despite tough weekend lobbying 
by Thatcher’s parliamentary floor 
managers, rebel leader Michael 
Mates said he had pledges of sup- 


port from 44 Conservative lawmak- 
ers. That number voting with oppo- 
sition parties would cut Thatcher's 
margin to as tow as 10. 

Tension has heightened with re- 
ports that ex-Defence Secretary Mi- 
chael Heseltine, a leading contender 
to succeed Thatcher, was behind the 

‘volt. He has promised to vote with 
the rebels. But Mates denied he was 
acting for Heseltine. 

Last week, when Mates had more 
than 50 support pledges, the govern- 
ment blunted the rebellion with 2 
last-minute concession increasing 
the number of people eligible for 
partial tax exemptions. At issue was 
8 clause of the Local Government 
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Finance Bill which will levy property 
taxes on each adult in a household 
instead of on the bouse or apart- 
ment, 85 now. 

An amendment put forward by 
Mates would tie the charge to in- 
come’ in three' tax categories. The 
government rejects this as cumber- 
some and expensive to collect. 

Conservative legislators to the left 
of Thatcher already were uneasy 
about a shakeup of welfare pay- 
ments introduced this month and 
new charges for dental and eye 
checks under the once-free National 
Health Service.

In the future, 
Tulchinsky says. the hospital will be- - 
come “the Hadassah of the West 
Bank,” providing neurosurgery, 
cancer treatment, and other special- 
ist care. 

Some innovations in the territo- 
ries have not been matched in Israel 
itself. The research centre in Gaza, 
for example, has created a comput- 
erized data base of all vital statistics 
and child health records in the Gaza 
Strip. Public health professionals 
can easily analyse the figures, and 
Tulchinsky says the facility is “10 
years ahead of anything in Israel.” 

No one denies, though, that 
health care in the territories lags 
behind that of Israel, and doctors 
often refer difficult cases to Israel, 
or sometimes to Jordan.

Konforty said tapping the Austra- 
lian market would take considerable 
investments of time and effort, and 
that it could take years before the 
first sale was registered. But one 
factor working in the company’s fa- 
vour, he said, was that other Israel 
Chemicals subsidiaries already ex- 
port to Australia, so that Rotem’s 
fertilizers could be hooked up with 
their shipments, saving the company 
large sums in rt costs. 
Another attractive feature of the 
Australian market, he said, was that

If WAS BUT another indication of their continued blind 
disregard of the writing on the wall that the now middle-aged 
leaders of the NRP’s belligerent Ashkenazi Young Guard 
were startled, nay shocked, by the results of the convention 
voting for the National Religious Party's next Knesset list. 
Now, at long last, they have discovered what most everyone 
else knew all along.

True, the group around Zevulun Hammer, the religious 
affairs minister, is not quite out, yet. Licking their wounds and 
examining future options, as they started doing behind closed 
doors yesterday, the one-time rebels may still point to the fact 
that Mr. Hammer himself is No. 2 on the Knesset list; that his 
closest party colleague, Dr. Yehuda Ben-Meir, is No. 7, and 
that the No. 3 spot is occupied by Yigal Bibi, member of the 
once-ruling, moderate Lamifne faction which, in the circum- 
stances, might be considered an ally. 

But there must be scant comfort in such sophistry. The plain 
fact is that the ‘ultras’ have taken three of the top five places. 
Coaxed back some years ago by Mr. Hammer himself out of a 
partly self-imposed exile, Avoer Shaki, the Who's a Jew 
diehard, and a Sephardi, now heads the list. Two spots down is 
Hanan Porat, the Gush Emunim co-founder, who has come 
back from Tehiya, via Matzad, in the hope of reshaping the 
NRP as an Orthodox version of Tehiya. In this effort Mr.

venerable Dr. Yosef Burg in the back, crying Greater Eretz 
Yisrael forever, Mr. Hammer has now been hit over the head 
by Mr. Shaki, carrying the torch for the halachic straight and 
narrow, and by Mr. Porat arguing for an iron fist in the 
territories. In the meantime Dr. Burg, still refusing to bite the 
political dust, is smilingly kicking Mr. Hammer from behind, 
‘vowing to stay in the party no matter what. 

. That is what Mr. Hammer may be forced to do, too, while 
swallowing his pride, unless he can prove that party opinion is 
not reflected by the convention. There was some speculation 
that he might bolt the NRP and re-fonn it, with outside help, 
closer to the- original mould, 59 that it might appeal to that 
moderate Zionist-religious electorate that just will not follow 
the lead of Prof. Shaki, Mr. Porat and Rabbi Levy.

Verdict on Ivan 


GUILTY was the word. Over a year after he took the stand in 


the Jerusalem courtroom, John Demjanjuk was last night 
declared to be none other than the Treblinka gas-chamber 
operator who had been known to thousands of doomed Jews at 
the death camp as ‘Ivan the Terrible.’ i 

It was mainly this issue of identity that kept the court taking 
and sifting and weighing -vidence for over a year. Only a 
handful of inmates have survived long enough to testify, and to 
point the accusing finger at John Demjanjuk. Their testimo- 
nies, as Court President Dov Levin observed yesterday, had 
suffered the ravages of time and were on occasion in conflict. 
But the discrepancies were minor, and they were insufficient 
to shake the identification. Once the Trawniki document, a 
subject of fierce controversy during the trial, was also found to 
be genuine, the conclusion was inescapable that the accused 
must pay the penalty prescribed for his crimes in the Nazis and 
Nazi Collaborators (Punishment) Law. 

Sentence will be pronounced next week, after both the 
prosecution and the defence have had their say in the matter. 
The fact that John Demjanjuk, a Ukrainian, was only a ‘small 
cog’ in the Holocaust machine need not, in itself, be a bar to 
capital punishment. It was only through the willing coopera- 
tion of such ‘small cogs’ that the machine was made to inciner- 
ate millions of innocents. But even a million times death for 
this one malefactor will not bring the dead Jews back to life, 
nor make up for the outrage of phoney ‘denazification’ in the 
early post-World War IT years which let thousands upoo 
thousands of Nazi butchers and their aides live in comfort and 
die in peace. . 

There is relief in knowing that the trial in Jerusalem of a war 
criminal was just and fair and, not least, educational. But there 
is not likely to be another such trial.

As Israelis view the Palestinians 


‘I am an invisible man’ 


“I AM AN invisible man... [ am a 
man of substance, of flesh and bone, 
fiber and liquids -- and T might even 
to possess a mind. I am 
invisible, understand, simply be- 
cause people refuse to see me... 
When they approach me they see 
only my surroundings, themselves, 
or figments of their imagination - 
indeed, everything and anything ex- 
cept me."(Invisible Man, Ralph El- 
lison, 1947.) 


I WAS REMINDED of these lines 
from one of the greatest novels by a 
black American author when I re- 
tamed recently from a week of re- 
serve duty near Ramallah. In the 
late 1940s, Ellison wrote about how 
whites in America managed to live 
in the same country with blacks and 
yet not quite see them as real human 
beings, with hopes and fears, loves 
and hates, just like themselves 
Black folks came to work, some- 
times even into white homes, but 
their employer never knew exactly 
where they came from, either liter- 
ally or figuratively. Black men and 
women shuffied along meekly. say- 
ing ‘“Yassuh,” and “Nosuh,” with a 
smile, and whites assumed they 
‘were a 
What I saw in the West Bank, in 
towns and villages and refugee 
camps ranging from Hebron in the 
south to Kfar Beita in the north, was 


ugly. 

Soldiers, settlers, and Palestinians 
are locked in sullen conflict, where 
push comes to shove without warn- 
ing, and where casual provocations 
from the Israeli side are matched by 
pinpricks ‘of stone-throwing and 
PLO flag-fiying from the Arab side. 

To say that the situation is ugly is 
not necessarily to conclude that Isra- 
el’s policy is wrong, because violent 


‘confrontation is always unsightly, 


and the wisdom of our policy should 
be judged by its effectiveness rather 
than by any esthetic rating. 

Still, to remind ourselves of what 
is really happening in the occupied 
areas may provide some insight into 
whether or not the policy is likely to 
succeed; and we risk losing the 
chance of gaining this insight. if we 
simply look through our Arab 
neighbours as if they were not there 
— invisible.

To say that most Palestinians are 
indifferent to the intifada is to mis- 
understand entirely the nature of 
Palestinian life today. Certainly, 
many Palestinians are pleased by 
their material progress, but this does 
not mean that their versions of 
“Yassuh” and “Nosuh,” coming 
from a powerless people mainly in 
forums over which they have no 
control, should be taker to indicate 
that, in their towns and villages, 
they do not seek the same freedom 
and independence that the Jews 
want for themselves. 

Maybe Palestinians would prefer 
the Egyptians ‘not to come back to 
Gaza and the Jordanians not to re- 
turn to Hebron, but surely they also 
want us to leave. 


IN THE nationalist camp, and espe- 
cially among the settlers, the unwill- 
ingness to see that Palestinians have 
aspirations, just as we have, has 
been formalized by insisting that the 
West Bank is not really the West 
Bank at all, but Judea and Samaria. 

To use the terms Judea and Sa- 
maria to refer to an area populated 
by 850,000 Palestinians is simply to 
see the land as if its residents were 
not there, to picture it mentally as it 


was before the Arabs arrived more 
than a thousand years ago. 

Can thers ὃς any eae case of 
looking throu; 16 whose com- 
plex funan ΤᾺ might chal- 
lenge our right to realize siniplistic 
irredentist ambitions? ὁ 

Moreover, as if this terminology 
were not enough of a barrier to per- 
ception, there is also the practice of 
using “Yosh” as an acronym for Ju- 
dea and Samaria, thereby leaving 
the Jews of “Yosh” twice-removed 
from really seeing their neighbours. 


WE MUST BE very careful not to 


- let these sorts of prejudices impair 


our ability as ἃ community to see 
our neighbours directly. For if we 
fail to do so, we may never be able 
to arrive at the most effective policy 
for securing our own national ends. 

Even where we have not suc- 
cumbed to such prejudices, howev- 
er, I cannot see that many of us are 
making much of an effort to keep 
ourselves informed. Most of what is 
happening does not involve military 
secrets, strictly speaking, but very 
few Israelis are prepared to go into 
the occupied territories, even on 
safe roads, to see for themselves 
what is happening there. 

Yet it is vital to see, with no illu- 
sions, just what enforcing the occu- 
pation is doing to our soldiers. This 
15 obviously 2 moral question; but it 
has significant practical implications 
with regard to how we may expect 
our soldiers to behave as democratic 
Citizens if they must continue to act, 
even under orders, with little or πὸ 
regard for the human rights of other 
people. 

In addition, it is necessary to con- 
sider, with no reservations, what our 
own responsibilities might be for the 
occupation, even in the case of those 
not directly involved in restoring 
public order in the territories. 

Once again, it is a practical ques- 
tion, concerning what sort of Jewish 
character our community is likely to 
enjoy if we are responsible for sus- 
tained acts of repression. 


ON THE OTHER hand, it is also 
necessary to see what enforcing the 
occupation is doing to our 
neighbours.

This too, is a practical matter, 
because we must gain some reliable 
sense of whether our “‘strong hand™ 
measures are likely to restore order, 
or whether our present’ policy is in- 
creasing bitterness so drastically as 
to make any further compromise 
with the Palestinians impossible. 

In this regard, Israeli responses to 
what happened at Kfar Beita should 
cause all of us to consider very so- 
berly this business of invisibility. To 
suggest wiping out a village as if all 
its people were guilty is to look 
through our neighbours as if they 
are not really there as human be- 
ings. Every community has its mod- 
erates and its extremists, those with 
whom we can compromise and those 
whom we must continue to fight. 

In addition, the very strong Israeli 
reaction, across party lines, to the 
tragic death of one Jewish child 
should tell us all something about 
the. extent of embitterment that 
must have been caused in the Pales- 
tinian community, where over 130 
people have been killed since 
December.

VIOLENCE AND street riots by 
Arabs against Israel are caused, it is 
said, by their oppositon to Israel’s 
occupation of Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza, and by their desire for a state 
of their own in that area. If only the 
Israelis would withdraw from all oc- 
cupied territories, blessed peace 
would descend on the Middle East. 
Some governments in the world -- 
and even some Jews — subscribe to 
that view. The occupation is the 
curse. 

But what was the situation like 
before the Six Day War, before Jor- 
dan’s assault on Israel, and before 
the Israel Defence Forces repelled 
the Arab Legion and occupied the 
territories in question? 

From 1948 until 1967, the tortu- 
ous and elongated border between 
Israel and its neighbours was annu- 
ally the scene of dozens, scores, 
hundreds of Arab raids across the 
line. Israeli men, women and chil- 
dren were killed indiscriminately, 
villages were attacked, houses 
blown up, civilians kidnapped in un- 
ending Arab guerrilla warfare. 
What did they want then, before 
there was any occupation? 

Between May 1950, when the Ar- 
mistice lines were “guaranteed” by 
the Great Powers, and October 
1953, 421 Israelis were killed or 
wounded, and there were 128 acts of 
sabotage involving explosives as 
well as 866 armed attacks, many of 
which, fortunately, did pot end trag- 
ically. The situation continued to 
deteriorate thereafter. 

On October 26, 1953, Abba

quence, gave voice to Israel's cry: 
“The whole of Israel is a frontier 
under constant siege. Anything 
which the Arab states can do to 
paralyse or disrupt our life is done 
with organized deliberation. We are 
besieged, blockaded, ambushed, 
shot at, undermined and abused. 1 
am astonished less by the occasional 
breakdown of restraint and compas- 


‘sion which mark the vision of a lib- 


eral and merciful Israel than I am 
amazed by our people's general re- 
cord of restraint under unimagin- 
able provocation day by day and 
night by night.” 

In 1955, to take one typical year, 
there were 257 Israeli casualties 
along the frontier — 75 dead, 179 
wounded and three taken prisoner. 
Where did the terrorists come from? 
Egypt and Gaza were the source of 
53 per cent, Jordan including the 
West Bank, 23 per cent; Syria 22 per 
cent; and Lebanon two per cent. 
And all this was before the occupa- 
tion, when there was no alien Israeli 
force imposing its will and [15 “tyr- 
anny” on the Arab population. 

What was the terror like in those 
days? Examples from the almost 
daily news give a good picture: Oc- 
tober 13, 1953 -- a mother and two 
children murdered in their sleep at

shot by infiltrators while walking 
near Karkur, in central Israel. 
March 17, 1954 -- Arab gunmen am- 
bush and attack an Israeli bus at 
Ma‘aleh Akrabim, south of Beer- 
sheba, murdering 11, including 
women and children. 

June 30, 1954 -- Jerusalem sud- 
denly became a target when Jordar 
nian machine guns, stens, rifles, gre- 
nades and two-inch mortars opened 
fire from the Old City walls. This 
continued for hours and was repeat- 
ed again several days later. Casual- 
ties: four dead and 27 wounded. 
September 25, 1954 — two villagers 
killed and two wounded near Ash- 
kelon by an armed gang from the 
Gaza Strip. 

Even these accounts do not tell 
the whole story, for there were hun- 
dreds of instances where our de- 
fence forces succeeded in foiling the 
attackers. 

And so it went, day after day, for
